In our prezentation of social credit 
principles we have made a distinc- 
tion between Just Price and Compen- 
gating Price. 

We have emphasized the meaning 
of the terms. Just Price is a price 
fair and just to the consumers on one 
hand and to the producers and dis- 
tributors on the other. The State 
through its commission must be the 
referee in this matter. If not, what 
is to hinder the combination of pro- 
ducers or the distributors extorting 
from the consumers an unfair re- 
turn. The people today surely realize 
that the price spread must be -regu- 
fated by the State. A Just Price 
will protect the producers and the 
distributors. They will not have «o 
sJl their products below the 
of production or of purchase. 

The Compensating Price is differ- 
ent. Jt is the price that is given to 
the consumers by means of a price 
discount off the Just Price which 
restores and unexpected discrepancy 
b:ittween purchasing power and the 
total value of the goods offered for 
coneumption .

Douglas favors the final elimination 
of all taxes. But here again I doubt 
very much whether he would at once 
ebolish all taxes by a singe stroke 
of the pen. Our proposals are for 
immediate adoption. We wonder 
how our provincial and nmnicipal 
debts could be paid apart from tax- 
ation. 

We do not believe~ that Major 
Douglas would favor the a‘teumption 
by the State of all pubtic debts while 
at the same time hefavored private 
or individual ownership of industries 
and lands. 

We have been led to believe that 
Major Douglas maintains that basic 
dividends can be continuou-ly issued 
freely to the citizens without any re- 
call. We have not. found this defin- 
itely stated in his books. -If this is 
true, we acknow‘edige our inability 
to follow this action any better than 
we could follow a continuous issue of 
paper money without-any attempt at. 
recalling or cancelling the same. Of 
course, if the province does not ever 
intend to redeem its monzy obliga- 
tions or its credit loans, this might 
be dene for a time. 

We propose to maintain the honor 
and credit of the State. Hence. we 
have suggested an unearned incre- 
ment levy which is practically a state 
claim on the price-spread of goods. 
It is therefore in reality not a-tax 
any more than profit and commission 
are taxes. 

In reality it is merely a scientif- 
ic piece of economic machinery that 
is intended under a new social order 
to distribute our produce and ‘ser- 
vices more. equitably and:-with great- 
er ease and acceleration. Wl claim 
that Major Douglas has not faced 
this problem in a province such as 
Alberta, wheré we are so dependant 
upon imports and are not sef-con- 
tained or self-sufficient. 

Here again we feel that our sister 
oaganization that. is, offering ~ this 
crilicism is not clearly presenting the 
case regarding our proposals. We do 
not claim that $10,000,000 will fur- 
nivh: 120 million dollars worth of 
basic dividends, just the same way 


that $10,000 will finance a $100,000 |. 


business. Are we to believe that our 
business men must have $1 capital 
for every $1 worth of business they 
do? We heard of a man the other day 
who did $20,000 worth of ‘business 
with $1,000 capital and made 12 per 
cent. on the turnover. 

That is, he cleared $2,400 for him 
self and still had the $1000 as capi- 
tal for the next year’s business. It 
was the flow of business that did it. 
When we issue the first $10,009,000 
of basic dividends it may do $100,- 
000,000 worth of business and in this 
operation would return to us in a 
period of one month more or les:, 
according to the nate of flow. Then 
we issue this same $10,000,000 for 
the sccond cycle and this the same 
$10,000,000 will finance $120,000,000 
of basic dividends. 

Major Douglas does not say state- 
ments of this nature are a funda- 
mental fallacy. He does say, and 
truly so, that $10 cannot bwy more 
than $10 at a time, and further that 
$10 cannot settle for more than $10 
debt, in other words, the flow of 
credit does not increase the purch- 
asing power of the circulation med- 
ium. 

In his book “New_and O!d Econo- 
mics” p. 18, Major Doug'las  iblus- 
trates the flow of credit. He writes: 
“In Great Britain the deposits in the 


the annual clearings of the clearing 
banks amount to forty billion pounds, 
It seem> cbvious that the two bil- 
ion pounds of doposit: must circulalte 
twenty times a year to produce these 
clearing house figures, and that 
therefore the average rate of cir- 
culation is a little over two and’ a 
half weeks,” 

Another way of getting to under- 
stand thie flow is to bear in mind 
the persistent existence of money or 
credit while the goods and service 
are constantly being consumed. 

When Jones pays $1 for a dinner 
the meal is consumed but the $1 is 
still existent. The cook miay buy a 
tie with it and the tie is worn out, 
but the $1 still persist in living. 
When will the. purchasing - power of 
that one dollar bill cease? When it 
is destroyed or hoarded up, its effi- 
ciency ends only at that time.

Millions Of Grasshoppers Frozera In

Probably one of the most curious 
sights of the world is a glacier full of 
frozen grasshoppers. - This is known 
as Grasshopper Glacier, and is to be 
seen in Montana, United States. The 
huge mass of ice, under the crush of 
which the grasshoppers are buried, is 
under the shadow of Granite Peak, 
a 13,000 foot mountain, Millions and 


For years scientists have been ask- 
ing themselves the question “what is 
space’? There is a wide difference 
of opinion about it. Scientists have 
ghown that the earth, in moving 
through space, does not drag the 
ether along with it, as it apparently 
should if the ether were present. 
Hence some think that the ether does. 
not exist. No one, however, seéms 
to think of space as void, or empty. 
While some scientists object to: the 
term ether, they still believe that. 
there is “something” in the vacuum 
between the planets. * 

All light, heat, and cosmic rays, as 
well as enormous numbers of elec- 
trons, pass through this vacuum in 
reaching our planet. Above and at 
the earth’s surface, air molecules 
dart hither and thither at the speed 
of about one-quarter of a mile per 
second, but through very short dis- 
tances, thus bombarding our bodies 
with a pressure: of about fifteen 
pounds per square inch. 

The upper layer of the atmosphere 
is known as the Kennelly-Heaviside 
layer.

Irradiated Lighting 


Devised By Botanist May Be Help 


To Florists 
A new deal for florists is promised 


by experiments completed by Dr. 
Francis Ramaley, professor of botany 


in the University of Colorado. 
Flowers can be made to bloom in 
one-third less than normal time by 


la process of “supplemental irradiated 


lighting” devised by Dr. Ramaley 
and tested for six years in the uni- 
versity greenhouse. 

Larkspur, for instance, flowers in 
44 days less than normal if the grow- 
ing day is increased to 15 hours by 
the lighting system. Baby’s breath 
and sweet peas mature 20 days 
earlier, and chrysanthemums bloom 
in 99 rather than 185 days, 

Dr. Ramaley sees great commercial 
possibilities for his device. “The 
mpderate light used here could well 
be afforded by florists.” 

Of 100 species observed, 
blooming of 41 was hastened, delay- 
ed in 12 cases, and not affected in

One of the most deplorable results of the world depression of the past | 
five years, and especially unfortunate because the effects will be carried | 
forward into the years to come after the depression has become a memory, | 
is the breaking down of the morale of many people who for years have 
been unemployed. Unable to obtain employment anywhere, forced to accept | 
government and municipal assistance, and with no immediate prospect of 
any change in the situation, the temptation to throw up their hands, aban- 
don all self-effort to help themselves, and to sit down in despair or idly 
accept the situation, has proven too strong for many people. 


Enforced idleness, living without working and doing so at the expense of 
the State, has apparently convinced some people that it is no longer neces- 
sary that they should work even when work can be obtained. Such people 
now take the attitude that they do not owe anything to their country, 
but that their country does owe them a living whether they work for it or | 
not; that the State having provided for them when work could not be ob- 
tained, the State can just continue going on providing for their actual neces- 
sities of life. When employment is offered to this type of individual, he 
proceeds to compare the wages he will receive in exchange for his labor 
with the amount of his relief quota while unemployed,.and decides that the 
increase in the amount he will receive does not compensate him for the fact 
that he will be required to work for it. He prefers idleness and relief. 

At all times there have beén men and women of this type, but their | 
number has been greatly increased during the past five years. Such people | 
now look upon government relief as a right, and they exercise their ingen- 
uity, not in the direction of helping themselves, but to organizing in groups 
to bring. pressure upon governnments to enlarge the distribution of relief,

It is the duty and résponsibility of all to inculcate the truthful idea in| 
the minds of people that in its only useful and growing sense, life is al 
struggle. We learn to walk not by. being carried, but by painstakingly ma a 
ing the effort to walk.* So long as a young. child is carried, it will never 
learn to walk, and until it does walk it will remain weak. Self-reliance 
must be taught throughout life, or life will be a tragedy for those who have 
failed to learn. , 

We rightly pray ‘Lead us not into temptation,” because temptation 
should be avoided, but temptation comes nevertheless in every moment and 
activity of life. So it is we further pray, “But deliever us from evil.” 
Strength comes from offering resistence, but those who would protect us 
against all hazards and the pitfalls of inexperience merely enfeeble rather 
than strengthen us. 

So long as the necessity continues for government aid to those who can- } 
not help themselves because of causes and conditions beyond their control, | 
such government aid must be provided. No sane person thinks otherwise. 
But it should be the ambition of every man and woman to get along with | 
a minimum of such aid and rely on their own efforts to the fullest possible | 
extent while looking forward to the day when they can joyfully surrender | 
all such aid and stand again on their own feet and face the world with |

Books For Beekeepers 
Possible To Build Up Library With 
» Little Expense 

With the bees all snugly packed 
away in their winter quarters and re- 
quiring no further attention until 
spring, the beekeeper will find him- 
self with a considerable amount of 
spare time that may well be devoted 
to other activities. Many of these 
jdie hours may be pleasantly and 
profitably expended in reading one or 
more of the many bee journals, bul- 
letins and books that are. now avail- 
able at reasonable prices. It is said 
that knowledge is power, and as & 
matter of fact, that statement is 
especially applicable to the beekeeper, 
for the one that has the greatest 
knowledge of bee activity is the one 
that is most likely.to become the 
most successful producer of honey, 
and one of the best methods of secur- 
ing this knowledge is through read- 
ing. The beekeeper who has not yet 
started to build up a library of his 
own is well advised ‘to do so. Such 
& library need not be an extensive or 
expensive one. While it is impossible 
to name here all the books avhilable, 
one or two may be mentioned, but 
other titles will be supplied upon re- 
quest to the Bee Division, Central 
Experimental Farm, Ottawa. Every 
beekeeper’s library should contain a 
copy of the “ABC & XYZ of Bee Cul- 
ture” which is the most complete 
book on beekeeping available and, by 
the way, a new edition of! this book 
is appearing early in 1935. “The 
Hive and the Honey Bee” by Langs- 
troth and Dadant and “Beekeeping” 
by Phillips are two other excellent 
books to have. A real good begin- 
ner's book is “Starting- Right With 
Bees.” . Those interested in queen 
rearing, bee anatomy, etc., have not 
been neglected and reliable books on 
these subjects are available. Two 
monthly journals are published in 
Canada, “The Canadian Bee Journal” 
and L’Abeille et L’Erable,” while two 
other good journals having a wide 
circulation in Canada are “The 
American, Bee Journal’ and “Glean- 
ings in Bee Culture.” The Dominion 
and some of the Provincial Depart- 
ments of Agriculture have issued 
bulletins on different phases of bee 
keeping which may be obtained upon 
application to these departments. The 
books named may be obtained 
through any dealer in bee supplies in 
Canada. Further information regard- 
ing them or others may be obtained 
from the Bee Division, Central Ex- 
perimental Farm, Ottawa. 


Device Works Efficiently 


New Invention For Launching Life- 
boat Has Been Tested 

Ocean disasters, resulting from in- 
ability to launch lifeboats, will no 
longer be a menace of the sea, in the 
opinion of Dr. Chares Hunt, Wash- 
ington inventor and former optomet- 
rist, who recently has completed a 
lifeboat launching device which oper- 
ates with speed and efficiency. 

It takes two men only one minute 
to hoist a Dr. Hunt equipped life- 
boat over the side and swing it safe- 
ly to the water from a listing ship. 
A boat with full crew was launched 
from a vessel travelling 15 knots an 
hour during a recent test in New 
York harbor. 

A simultaneous release of both 
ends of the lifeboat from their davits 
eliminates the danger of capsizing. 
One man can release the boat. Pre- 
viously the danger was in.the release 
of one end before the other and thus 
spilling the occupants into the water. 
This occurred in the. Morro Castle 
disaster. 

Certificates to Dr. Hunt from the 
coast guard attest the fact that they 
have found he new device to work 
with efficiency.

~ He already diverts water from a 
small creek by’ means of a ditch, but 
he has found the water gets low in 
the summer. He wishes to divert 
the water this winter from his old 
ditch into a 14-inch concrete pipe, 
carry it along the ridge of a canyon 
for a distance of 1,000 feet, having 
four outlets in the pipe. To the out- 
lets Mr. Murray will attach spray 
guns arranged in such a way that the 
water will spray down the side of the 
canyon. He will do the spraying in 
freezing. weather, creating a storage 
glacier. In the summer months, as 
the ice melts the water will be car- 
tied to his wheat farm through the 
ditch at the foot of the canyon, he 
plans. 

He has been advised by members 
of the engineering corps of Oregon 
State College that his glacier plan is 
feasible. He believes he can build up 
a bank of ice 50 feet thick on the 
five-acre canyon side during an ordin- 
ary-winter. This would give him 
10,890,000. cubic feet of ice. 

“The forest service has had no ex- 
perience with this sort of water 
storage, but upon advice of our en- 
‘gineers we are willing to issue the 
permit on an ‘experimental basis,” 
stated Foster Steel, assistant super- 
visor of Mt. Hood National Forest. 
“The agreement provides. that the 
applicant will pay for all of the tim- 
ber and other resources destroyed in 
connection with the use of the area 
involved. Payment would include 
reimbursement for timber cut in the 
clearing and for any damage done to 
roads or trails.” 

No charge will be made by the 
forest service for use of the land as 
long as the experiment remains on 
the non-commercial status.

Mariners Rescued 


Marooned Sailors Brought Out Of 
Arctic By Aeroplane 


Jubilant at reaching civilization 
after.eight lonely months in the Arc- 
tic; five and a half of them on their 
ice-locked ship, Capt. C. H. Roberts, 
Vancouver, and two of his crew of 
the.marooned Hudson Bay Company 
motor vessel Margot A., climbed 
stiffly out of an aeroplane at Edmon- 
ton after completing a three-day, 1,- 
400-mile flight from Letty Harbor, on 
the wind-swept Arctic coast. 

With them they brought word of 
the sinking of the Can-Alaskan motor 
vessel “‘Hazel” off the shore of Banks 
island during a terrific storm last 
summer and the marooning of three 
others of the same trading company’s 
vessels around Cambridge Bay i 
September. 

Capt. Roberts, Chief Engineer W. 
Weidmann, of Vancouver, and H. J. 
Laroque, Fort Smith, ship’s cook, 
were loud in praise of Pilot Stanley 
McMillan and Air Engineer Bob Hod- 
gins, who made the hazardous flight 
across the Arctic desert to the lonely 
Letty Harbor in their Mackenzie Air 
Service monoplane to rescue them. 

When the plane landed at Edmon- 
ton, the seamen climbed out and 
welcomed the little group of spec- 
tators, mewspapermen and airport 
officials as if they were long-lost 
brothers, Then they bundled into an 
auto and headed for downtown hotels 
to indulge in the first real bath in 
10 months. 

They told of their long, weary, 
sometimes ‘perilous wait for rescue 
after the ice caught their ship, Sep- 
tember 15. 

“We played bridge and cards a 
lot, listened to the radio in the Hud- 
son's Bay Company trading post and 
usually took & walk every day to 
keep fit,” Capt. Roberts said. “I’m 
very glad to be out.”

Street scenes the

are, of course, familiar with the re- 
verse view 
scrapers with the camera pointed di- 
rectly up.

In the early settlement days Can- 
ada'’s farm pioneers were not so for- 
tunate in this respect as the varieties 
of grain available were largely im- 
ported, and however well adapted 
they may have been to the soil of 
their native cotintries, they were un- 
suitable to Canadian conditions. It 
soon became evident that if that vast 
tract of country now known as Can- 
ada's Wheat Belt were ever to attain 
& position of prominence in the agri- 
cultural world it must have a variety 
of wheat capable of maturing earlier 
than Red Fife, which was the varicty 
then commonly grown. This impera- 
tive need for more desirable varieties 
was one of the principal reasons for 
the creation of the Dominion Experi- 
mental Farms in 1886. Under the 
direction of this important organiza- 
tion a world-wide search was made 


| for the ideal variety, which, ending in 


failure, led to the introduction of a 
program of plant breeding with re- 
sults that have proved of incalculable 
value. The most famous variety of 
any crop produced in Canada so far 
by artificial means undoubtedly is 
Marquis, king of Canadian wheats. 
Other famous Canadian varieties are 
Reward, Garnct, Bobs and Huron. 
To-day the Canadian farmer has 
the choice of outstanding varieties of 
spring wheat; fall wheat, oats, and 
barley. The Dominion Experimental 
Farms still pursue their important
